CONDITION OF KENTUCKY COURSE IMPROVES 
RAPIDLY AS RACES ARE RUN. 

Leading Horsemen Manifest Eagerness to Assist in 
Revival of Chicago Racing — Fauntleroy Takes 
Measure of High Private. 



Cincinnati, O., July 10. — Track conditions this aft- 
ernoon were so much improved that the going liecame 
fast before the program had been decided. Pleasant 
weather and a fairly good card contributed to a good 
9 attendance. The third race was followed by a shower, j 
but the lowering clouds were dissipated before post 
time for the succeeding race. 

The fourth and fifth races held out the best pros- 
pects for good sport and served as good mediums 
for the speculatively inclined. Favorites aud second 
choice* accounted for all the purses, except in the 
opener which went to Coy Lad. Some of the con- 
tests were close, with their early running interest- 
ing. In the handicap, at one mile and a sixteenth. 
Fireman beat Bell Horse after a strenuous stretch 
sprint. Incidentally the Odom racer showed improve- 
ment over a former start, but this was explained by 
ids dislike for the slippery goiug that prevailed in 
his previous essay. Bell Horse, the runner up, was 
regarded as a good thing by his owner and his fail- 
ure consequently was disappointing. 

In the fifth rare Fauntleroy beat High Private. 
The latter appeared a certain winner until the last 
sixteenth, when he tired unexpectedly aud this en- 
abled Fauntleroy to score. The closing dash was 
expected to furnish a sharp struggle between Queeu 
Marguerite and Melissa, but the latter broke down 
ami Queen Marguerite won as her rider pleased. 

Mary Emily, after many trials, finally managed to 
take a purse when she led a good hand of youngsters 
to the finish In the third race. Alpine taking second 
place and Hose of Jeddah third. The second race 
gave J. T. Ireland an opportunity, through Marsand’s 
fe'tory. to take his first purse on a Kentucky track 
Plis seuson.. She was much the best and won well 
in hand, t^y Lad found it easy to win the opener 
after wearing down Embracer. Cracker Box, which 
landed second, was probably best in the race, but 
suffered from interference in the early stages. 

Jake Marklein disposed of Tourist this morning 
to George Odom for the reported price of $1,500. 
Mr. Marklein acquired the colt by the bidding up 
process from C. C. Van Meter for $1,000 aud. while 
controlling him, won two purses. 

Secretary E. W. Maginn returned today from Fort 
Erie. He stated that the meeting just closed at 
the Canadian course was one of the most successful 
in its history. 

E. R. Bradley, at the close of racing here will 
depart with Mrs. Bradley for Europe and plans to 
remain abroad until time for the resumption of rac- 
ing in Keutucky. His horses will lie sent to Idle 
Hour Farm at Lexington to be rested. 

The successful combination players fared well 
during the afternoon. The two-horse play paid 
$47.60 and the three horse $239.50. 

Gilpin, a good horse in his day. made his re ap- 
pearance under colors after a considerable period of 
absence and raced fairly well. 

George Land, who returned from Oklahoma, re- 
ported. that lie bad disposed of Yvonne and Wise 
Mason to Oklahoma people. 

Joe Knight has had the tiring irons applied to his 
legs and will be rested until fall. Mr. Bob was 
gelded this morning and will be turned out. 

J. W. May will ship ail his horses tomorrow to 
Windsor. Bourbon Beau will go with the consign- 
ment.

WILL SUPPORT THE GITTINS BILLS. 

New York Assemblyman Makes Interesting Reply to 
a Saratoga Springs Appeal for Help. 



Albany, N. V., July 10. — President James G. Mc- 
Nulty of Saratoga Springs recently wrote Assembly- 
man Louis G. Cuvillier of Manhattan asking him 
to support the bills of Senator Gittins defining book- 
making and relieving directors of racing associations 
from personal liability for gambling on race courses. 
In replying Mr. Cuvillier W’rote: 

“It will afford ine great pleasure to do all I can 
to secure the passage of these desired amendments. 

I know’ of no legislation in recent years that has 
done more damage to the sportsmanlike and liberal 
citizenship than the enactment of the Hart-Agnew 
bill and the amendments that were passed last year, 
driving out of the state the best and most health- 
ful amusement of horse racing. There was never 
any public demand for the enactment of the Hart- 
Agnew law. Unfortunately in the state of New York 
100, (H mi persons, some reformers, others fake re- 
formers and others bigots and puritans, try to govern 
amt in many cases do govern 7,000,000 people of the 
state of New York. Tin* trouble that I have found 
with the members of the Legislature is that most 
of them are moral cowards and they are susceptible 
to the lightest insinuation of an attack on any bill 
that they may support and vote for which is opposed 
by these fake reformers and bigots. 

" I have yet to see where legitimate racing has 
led men to become thieves or ever ruined their 
morals. Racing was conducted in this state by men 
of the highest moral character and financial worth. 
Of course, unscrupulous persons could take advantage 
of the imperfection of the racing law the same as 
unscrupulous persons take advantage of our other 
laws, but that is no reason why a great pleasure 
should be destroyed. What the state of New Y’ork 
has been deprived of in wealth — in the neighborhood 
of ten to fifteen million dollars a year — France and 
England have welcomed. There the great breeders 
of horses can enjoy the most liberal Taws for their 
protection and the encouragement of the breeding 
of horses. 

“I am informed that your village is now on the eve 
of bankruptcy by reason of this obnoxious law’ being 
upon the statute books, and the magnificent hotels 
which were the ideal summer places of the world 
are ruined. I was informed by one of your citizens 
that they were a thing of the past and that only 
the torch which would reduce them to ruins is 
needed to make them a memory.’’ 

“Persons opposed to the Gittins racing bills do not 
stick to facts when they say that those measures 
would permit wide open bookmaking.’’ a prominent 
State Senator is quoted as saying. "There can be no 
bookmaking in this state as long as the recording of 
bets remains a felony punishable by one year’s im- 
prisonment. The Hart Agnew laws ha’ve killed 
sheet writing and there is no way to keep track of 
bets made with layers except in one’s mind. That 
means a limited amount of business, also an unsatis- 
factory way to compel speculators to settle their 
obligations. The Gittins bills, if passed, would sim- 
ply allow the tracks to open and bettors to make 
private oral wagers. Without the privilege of record- 
ing business so-called bookmakers will remain per- 
manently crippled. It is worthy of note that al- 
though countless raids of alleged poolrooms have been 
made in this city since the first of the year no pro- 
prietors of buildings in which these places have 
beeii conducted have lieen held criminally liable 
Even though those properly owners have known noth- 
ing of the existence of gambling on their premise* 
they are amenable to the directors’ liability law 
and should be prosecuted by the District Attorney.” 

FINE SOIL FOR NEW TRACK. 

Spokane. Wash., July 10. — One hundred and fifty- 
throe stalls have been ordered reserved by letters 
from horse owners scattered in various parts of the 
northwest. Rocky Mountain country and Kentucky 
for the inaugural meeting of the Coeur d’Alene 
I air and Racing Association. This does not include 
letters from other turfuieu who have informed the 
local promoters that they will semi some of their 
horses here, because in these cases the number of 
reservations were not specified. 

Track Superintendent W. W. Finn is highly sat- 
isfied with the quality of the top soil that is now 
being spread over the new mile track. "It s the best 
dressing I ever saw and if we do not put up the 
fastest track in the United States 1 will miss my 
guess. We have found a sand and loam pit about a 
mile and a half from the track and now have eight 
teams hauling. We will put ten or twelve more at 
work in a few days and in two weeks will dump 
1.500 or 2,000 loads on the track. This stuff is a pe- 
culiar mixture, just the thing for a fine, springy, 
lightning fast track. Il is the soil that the horses’ 
hoofs will dent and not cup. It will take the rain 
without getting deep and when it dries it will not 
pack. We will put on a top soil about five or six 
inches deep. The original foundation of the track 
is black loam and gravel.”
